Bradford West Gwillim- 
bury council has approved 
the 2016 Municipal Property

W hat are they on? 

The province is 
considering allowing medical 
marijuana users with a 
prescription to light up or 
e-vape the drug anywhere they 
choose? Including restaurants, 
playgrounds and malls? As long 
as alcohol isn’t being served? 
While those who have been 
prescribed medical marijuana 
certainly have the right to access 
their medicine, why on earth 
should the rest of us be exposed? 
I have no desire to take anyone 
else's medication, whether it's 
an analgesic, medical marijuana 
or an aspirin - nor should I be 
forced to inhale someone else’s 
fumes, medicinal or otherwise. 
Nor should co-workers. Nor 
should children. 

Surely there’s a solution, that 
infringes on neither the patient’s 
right to access a medication 
that offers real relief for a wide 
range of conditions, from nausea 
and vomiting in cancer patients 
to chronic pain, nor the right 
of others to carry out their 
business, to dine or to access 


recreational facilities without 
breathing in second-hand 
smoke, medicinal or otherwise. 

If it’s not possible to 
accommodate the patient in a 
well-ventilated, separate area; if 
it’s not practical for the patient 
to go out and sit in their own 
(parked) vehicle, to light up; 
then we'd suggest marijuana 
oil, or even a solution that dates 
back to the 1960s: the marijuana 
cookie or brownie option. It's 
portable, easily consumed in 
public, and smoke-free. And as 
long as it’s kept as secure as any 
other prescription drug, it poses 
no risk or hazard to anyone else. 

Deputy Health Minister 
Dipika Damerla has said that 
employers and restaurant 
owners can choose to ban 
marijuana smoking or e-vaping 
on their premises, if it is 
disturbing to others - putting 
the responsibility for enforcing 
a poorly-thought-out regulation 
onto individual business owners. 

Now the Ontario government 
has announced that it is 
re-thinking the exemption. Sober 
second thought?

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More collisions on Bradford roads

Those who think traffic in 
Bradford is out of control, and 
that collisions are on the rise 
now have proof that their con¬ 
cerns are teal 

The seventh annual All¬ 
state Canada Safe Driving 
Study found that Bradford has 
gone from 35th on the list of 81 
municipalities studied in 2013, 
with only 4.75 collision claims 
per 100 vehicles, to 65th out of 


81 in 2015-with 6.13 claims per 
100 vehicles, a29% increase. 

In fact, collisions are on the 
rise across Canada, accord¬ 
ing to the study; in Ontario 
alone, there has been an 8.4% 
increase in claims. 

Allstate found that the three 
most common types of col¬ 
lisions are vehicles being 
rear-ended (25.17%), colli¬ 
sions while turning or pass¬ 
ing through an intersection 
(23.54%) and collisions involv¬ 
ing parked vehicles (13.57%). 


In Bradford, drivers attempt¬ 
ing to make it through an inter¬ 
section on the red light, or 
make a left turn in front of 
through traffic, can be blamed 
for some of the increase - but 
Staff Sgt. Steve Wilson notes 
that rapid growth is also a 
“driver” ofthe rise in collisions. 

“With significant growth 
throughout Simcoe County, we 
are seeing an increase in traffic 
volume on all our roadways,” 
says Staff Sgt. Wilson. “More 
cars results in more collisions. 


We are also seeing an increase 
in the number of traffic-related 
complaints (speeding, running 
stop signs) we receive.” 

Weather is a factor in some 
collisions. 'We do experience 
a higher number of collisions 
during inclement weather," 
Wilson says. “Many of these 
crashes can be attributed to 
drivers not adjusting their driv¬ 
ing according to the road and 
weather conditions. It is impor¬ 
tant to remember that speed 
limits are established for ideal 


driving conditions. When con¬ 
ditions are less than ideal, driv¬ 
ers should be slowing down. 

Drivers are reminded to: 

. Leave space - don't follow 
too closely; you never know 
when you may need to brake 
quickly, especially at night or 
when visibility is poor 

. Check your mirrors, to 
ensure there is plenty of space 
around you - and check your 
blind spot before changing 

. Slow down. You won't save 


any time, if speeding leads to a 
collision. Running a red light is 
taking a chance - with your life, 
and the lives of others. 

. Share the road. Be aware 
not only of the vehicle ahead, 
but parked cars, pedestrians, 
cyclists, etc. 

. Be a safe driver. Give the 

Keep your eyes on the 
road, your hands on the wheel, 
and your cell phone stowed 
away. And never drive while 
impaired, by drugs or alcohol.
